ON TRAFFIC 
SIGNALS FOR 
STEINW EH R 


Gettysburg 
borough 
council, 
meeting Tuesday evening at the 
engine house, decided to postpone 
action on installation of a traffic 
light at the intersection of Stein- 
wehr Ave. and S. Washington St. 
“ until we see what effect the 
Route 15 bypass will have on 
the problem.” 
Installation cost for the traffic 
lights was estimated at “about 
$5,000,” 
and 
maintenance 
at 
“about $200 to $300" per year. 
Council agreed with Borough En­ 
gineer LeRoy Winebrenner who 
said the “interest on the $5,000 
plus the amount needed for main­ 
tenance would be higher than the 
cost of a policeman at the inter­ 
section during Sundays and peak 
periods of the tourist season,” at 
least for a “year or two,” until 
the Route 15 bypass is completed 
and “we can see how it affects 
the traffic problem therl.” 
DISCUSS PARKING 
A discussion on whether the 
town should hire a traffic engi­ 
neer to study its parking prob­ 
lems led to a statement by Coun­ 
cilman Richard Smith that some 
recommendations on parking and 
one-way streets will be forthcom­ 
ing from the highway committee 
next month. Councilman John D. 
Thrush presented a letter from 
a parking engineer listing costs of 
$50 per day or $2,500 for a thor­ 
ough aurvey. 
Council President Glenn Guise 
said: “ I can’t see why we need 
to spend money for someone to 
tell us what to do when we know 
what to do. Where we have con­ 
gested streets we need either re­ 
move parking or make them one 
way, and thats all the experts 
can tell us.” Other councilmen 
noted that the “only reason we 
haven’t banned parking is be­ 
cause these people have no place 
to park.” Engineer Winebrenner 
responded: “When fored into it, 
people find a place to park. When 
we put the meters on Baltimore 
St. they tore down the sheds be­ 
hind their properties and made 
places to park. But nobody’s go­ 
ing to do it until forced into ft.” 
W. MD. R. R. COOPERATIVE 
Councilwoman 
Mrs. J a m e s 
Schwenk added: “That would get 
rid of a lot of old sheds that are 
fire hazards and be a help that 
way. Why don’t we get down to 
passing sortie ordinances and solv­ 
ing the problem instead of just 
talking about it all the time?” 
Full cooperation of the Western 
Maryland railway in connection 
with fire alarms in the commu­ 
nity was reported by Councilman 
Glenn Guise. Guise said following 
the recent delay of fire trucks 
for eight minutes by a train aeross 
Carlisle and N. Stratton Sis. he 
had met with Western Maryland 
officials who said a call to the 
Western Maryland station here at 
any time will lead to “trains be­ 
ing cut or stopped" w hen an alarm 
is sounded. Guise said the West­ 
ern .Maryland also suggested in­ 
stallation of a system by which 
lights along the railroad could 
be turned on to half trans from 
entering the town during a fire 
alarm. 
WINEBRENNER 
PRAISED 
Council passed a motion prais­ 
ing Engineer Winebrenner on the 
snow removal program in the 
town. It was noted that the bur­ 
gess has full authority to put up 
no parking signs for the emer­ 
gency along streets to permit 
snow removal. Winebrenner said 
parking 
prevented 
the 
s n o w 
plows from "getting through at 
all” on s<jme streets, thus delay­ 
ing removal of snow. 
Council approved increases in 
power for street lights at Hay 
St. and Elm Ave. and on Semi­ 
nary Ave. between Howard and 
Hay. 
DISPUTE ON “ REC” BILL 
A lengthy discussion devolved 
from a bill for a policeman hired 
by the Recreation Board. Coun­ 
cilman Clyde DeHaas said he was 
willing to give the policeman the 
money personally but he wouldn’t 
authorize council paying for a 
part-time Recreation Board po­ 
liceman when council itself can­ 
not 
hire 
part-time 
policemen. 
Council eventually voted to pay 
the bill “since the man did the 
work.” 
DeHaas continued to insist that 
“ if the Recreation Board can hire 
part-time policemen so can the 
safety committee” and 
"other 
boroughs do it." Solicitor Eugene 
V. Bulleit observed that “we used 
to do it illegally and other bor­ 
oughs may also do it illegally."

Gettysburg spent $187,725.12 to 
operate the borough during 1960, 
according to the report of Bor­ 
ough Treasurer Harry D. Ridinger 
presented Tuesday evening at the 
meeting of borough council in the 
engine house. 
The town ended the year with 
$90,546 on hand, including $65,- 
546,82 cash balance and $25,000 
invested in a 90-day U. S. Treas­ 
ury bill. 
Expenditures for the year in­ 
cluded $18,611.56 for general gov­ 
ernment, $64,952.73 for protection 
to persons and property. $64,040.71 
for highways. $2,874 09 miscella­ 
neous, $11,182.85 for electricity; 
$12,923.18 for recreation, $11,980 
for a new sweeper and $1,380 for 
a new police car. 
$3,622 FROM METERS 
Income during December total­ 
ed $5,616, of which $3,622 85 came 
from the meters. 
Burgess Wilbur L. Plank’s an­ 
nual report showed his office col­ 
lected $48,726.78 for the borough 
during the year. That amount 
compared to $26,000 49 in 1959 
and $17,439.40 in 1958. Much of the 
increase was from $33,256.45 in 
digging permits during the year. 
Other amounts collected during 
the year included $535.80 from 
reserved meter space, $7,778 from 
parking meter fines, $2,665.24 from 
building permits* $3,002.85 theater 
tax, 
$120 from amusement li­ 
censes, $10 from guide licenses. 
$414.30 garbage licenses. HOO tank 
permits, $273 rental of borough 
equipment, $440 taxi fees and 
$131.14 miscellaneous. 
The ann»»l report of the police 
department showed that (hiring 
1960 the officers made 86 arrests 
on criminal charges, 141 on traf­ 
fic charges, invested 65 auto ac­ 
cidents and 3,473 complaints, pro­ 
vided 248 escorts, assisted other 
departments 631 times. Sixty-three 
wallets were reported lost, and 
39 recovered. Twenty-one bicycles 
were stolen stolen and 19 found. 
Ten persons were reported miss­ 
ing and IO found.

Nuclear Reactor Blows Up 
Spreading Deadly Rays 


IDAHO FALLS, Idaho (AP) — 
A new-style nuclear reactor blew 
up Tuesday night, kiUed three 
men and touched off a high level 
of deadly radiation in a building 
at one of America’s major atomic 
testing stations. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
quickly sealed off the area and 
said there was no danger to other 
parts of the station or Idaho Falls, 
a city of 34,000 persons 40 miles 
away. 
But the building itself was so 
“radioactively hot” that only one 
of the three bodies could be re­ 
covered in the first nine hours 
after the blast. 
EXPERTS ARE CALLED 
A team of radiological experts, 
eerie looking in their baggy white 
suits with heavy protective shoes, 
gloves and mask, shuttled in and 
out of the building to inspect 
damage and test the radiation. 
They went in one at a time and 
could stay only minutes. Hie AEC 
said it would send airplanes aloft 
lo check the level and direction of 


radiation. A southwest wind, how­ 
ever, was blowing at the time and 
would take any radiation over 
barren 
wastelands 
away 
from 
populated areas. 
The 
three victims, 
identified 
only as military personnel, were 
trainees learning to operate the 
reactor, 
known as 
“Stationary 
low-power reactor No. I.” It is a 
prototype of a small nuclear re­ 
actor being developed for use by 
the Army in remote areas. 
SERVICE MEN DIE 
In Washington, it was reported 
that two of those killed were 
Army men and one an Air Force 
man. 
The accident occurred at 9:30 
p.m. The three men killed were 
the only ones in the building. At 
least 60 are on duty there in the 
daytime. 
It was the first fatal accident in 
ll years of operation at the Na­ 
tional Reactor Testing Station, a 
major AEC installation. 
It may be weeks before the AEC

The salary board looked upon 
the difference as not only fair, 
because the county receives more 
services from the more highly 
skilled, but also as an incentive. 
A few individual changes in 
salaries were discusesd to “bring 
them in line,” but no final ac­ 
tion was taken. 
With the morning devoted to 
appearances by the various de­ 
partment heads to go over pos­ 
sible salary changes, the commis­ 
sioners this morning had little 
time for other action. 
Among matters before the com­

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has broken U.S. 
diplomatic relations with Fidel 
Castro's Cuban regime, declar­ 
ing “the limit has now been 
reached . . . to what the United 
States in self respect can endure.” 
The President said “our sym­ 
pathy goes out to the people of 
Cuba now suffering under the yoke 
of a dictator.” 
The White House announcement 
of the break-off Tuesday night 
marked rock bottom in a down­ 
ward plunge of U.S.-Cuban rela­ 
tions that started soon after Cas­ 
tro’s capture of power two years 
ago. Castro’s anti-United States 
attacks and his surge to the Com­ 
munist camp have mounted over 
the months. 
OFFERS "SAFETY” 
The bearded Cuban leader re­ 
acted to Eisenhower’s statement 
by saying, “We are alert.” He 
called his Cabinet into emergency 
session, then sent a note to the 
U.S. Embassy guaranteeing safety 
of all remaining Americans. 
A State Department spokesman 
said the break did not affect the 
big U.S. naval base at Guantana­ 
mo Bay in Cuba. Castro has made 
threats against the base. The 
United States says it holds an un­ 
breakable. no-time-limit lease on 
the installation. 
Eisenhower served notice last 
Nov. I that the United States “will 
take whatever steps may be ap­ 
propriate to defend the base.” 
KENNEDY STEERS CLEAR 
President-elect John F. Kennedy 
declined comment on the diplo­ 
matic break. He was given ad­ 
vance word on the Presidents 
action. 
(The New York Times said to­ 
day 
that 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Christian A. Herter asked Dean 
Rusk, Kennedy's choice for secre­ 
tary of state, in advance whether 
the incoming Democratic admin­ 
istration wished to associated it­ 
self with the break. 
(Rusk replied after consultation 
; with Kennedy that in the absence 
of complete information on all the 
relevant factors the new adminis­ 
tration did not feel that it could 
participate 
in the decision, a 
Washington dispatch to the Times 
added. J 
The end to U.S.-Cuban relations 
had been long expected. Yet it 
was 
dramatic. The break cut 
Washington-Havana ties for the 
first time since .America's fight­ 
ing men had freed Cuba from 
Spain at the turn of the century. 
The last straw snapping Wash­ 
ington’s forbearance policy was 
Castro’s demand, delivered to the 
U.S. Embassy in Havana early 
Tuesday that all but ll of the 
U.S. diplomats get out of Cuba 
within 48 hours. 
American authorities from Ei­ 
senhower down saw this as a cal­ 
culated insult. They figured the 
U.S. Embassy could hardly oper­ 
ate with only ll men—fewer than 
the number of guards alone need­ 
ed for the 10-story embassy build- 
ing.

In Havana the ranking U. S. 
diplomat, Charge d’Affaires Dan­ 
iel J. Braddock, and IO of his top 
aides planned to remain a few 
days to take care of pending mat­ 
ters and transfer the care of U.S.

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Director Of FBI Declares 
"Juvenile Delinquency" Is 
"Youthful Criminality" 


"This is an era when teen-age 
terrorism has become so com­ 
monplace that the American pub- 
Us has virtually built up a shock 
resistance to vicious murders, 
rapes, assaults, robberies, and, 
in fact, the entire spectrum of 
atrocious crimes committed by 
young people," said J. Edgar 
Hoover, head of the FBI, in a 
statement to enforcement officers. 
* ^ave l°nf» felt that the term 
‘juvenile delinquency’ is a msi- 
nomer since the depredations of 
young criminals start at home 
and can more accurately be at­ 
tributed to ‘adult delinquency.’ 
At the same time, the brutality 
of the crimes committed by teen­ 
agers certainly pales the all-in­ 
clusive, 
pampering, 
palliative 
phrase of ‘juvenile delinquency’ 
which is used today. 
APPALLED BY REPORTS 
"Daily I am appalled by news 
items and reports which come 
across my desk revealing the dis­ 
gusting and sordid picture of acts 
almost too obscene to be attrib­ 
utable to those who are still in 
the second IO years of their lives. 
** Last summer, for instance, I 
read news accounts of five youth­ 
ful gangsters between the ages 
of 15 and 18 who committed some 
of the mast barbaric acts imag­ 
inable. Like a snarling wolfpack, 
the gang attacked two families 
in a park in a midwestern city. 
Beating both husbands into in­ 
sensibility 
with 
baseball 
bats, 
stabbing them with switchblade 
knives and robbing them, those vi­ 
cious thugs then turned upon the 
two mothers, aged 23 and 27 and 
both pregnant, ripped their clothes 
from their bodies and savagely 
raished them while the two chil­ 
dren of (me mother-aged three 
and one and one-half—watched, 
weeping and horrified. 
RELEASED BY JUDGE 
“This shocking tragedy was 
compounded by the fact that just 
12 hours before, a judge had re­ 
leased Jwo of the attackers who 
had been arrested and charged 
with auto tampering. His action 
was taken despite the vigorous 


protests of the office of the state’s 
attorney. The probation officer of 
one of the pair also protested, to 
no avail. One of the ringleaders 
was on probation and another 
(rf the pack was a parolee from 
a state reformatory. 
"Meting out justice firmly, a 
righteously indignant judge sen­ 
tenced four of these thugs to two 
concurrent 65-year sentences, and 
the fifth was given one 65-year 
term and one 50-year term. He 
recommended that they never be 
paroled. 
"BESTIAL ACTIONS" 
"Surely such bestial actions by 
teen-agers, demanding the harsh 
punishment they rightfully 
re­ 
ceived, could never fall into the 
category of the lame, almost 
flowery 
term 
‘juvenile 
delin­ 
quency." 
"Yet, there are still among us 
muddleheaded sentimentalists who 
wrap teen-age brigands in the 
protective cocoon of the term 
‘juvenile delinquency’ with em­ 
phasis upon all of its connotations 
of youthful prankishness. 
‘‘There must be a line drawn 
between the mischievous pranks 
of young people, which may in­ 
deed be called juvenile delin­ 
quency, and the depraved deeds 
of teen-age bandits which are 
nothing less than youthful crim­ 
inality. 
BANISH OLD TERM 
"As a representative of law en­ 
forcement, I would like to see 
the term ‘juvenile delinquency’ 
banished forever from our lan­ 
guage as a description for vicious 
acts. Such teen-age gangsterism 
should be labeled for exactly what 
it is—‘youthful criminality.’ ’*

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower sat with bowed 
head Tuesday as his pastor prayed 
that President-elect John F. Ken­ 
nedy 
be 
given 
“wisdom 
and 
strength” for the problems of his 
administration. 
The President, Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon, administration 
leaders and many senators and 
representatives attended the spe­ 
cial service of Intercession and 
Holy Communion held each year 
on the day Congress convenes. 
Kennedy is in Palm Beach. Fla. 
Dr. Edward L. R. ELson. pastor 
of the host National Presbyterian 
Church, in his prayer for the Pres­ 
ident, said. “In the days to come 
let him see the fruition of his 
labors for justice and peace.” 
Then, th*. Elson prayed that 
Kennedy, who will succeed Eisen­ 
hower in 17 days, be granted “wis­ 
dom and strength” and “a high 
vision, soundness of judgment, 
moral courage and a sanctified 
stewardship of office.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The na­ 
tion will have three ex-presidents 
and three former vice presidents 
—but will probably find little or 
nothing for them to do — when 
Dwight D. Elsenhower steps out 
of the White House Jan. 20. 
The three former presidents— 
Eisenhower, 70; Truman. 76, and 
Hoover, 86—have had vast gov­ 
ernmental experience. 
It has been argued the country 
could well use that experience. 
That’*- debatable, 
President Kennedy almost cer­ 
tainly won t call on the three for­ 
mer vice presidents: Richard M. 
Nixon. 47; Henry Wallace, 72, and 
John Nance Garner, 92. His rea­ 


sons in each case would be differ­ 
ent. 
W O NT BOOST NIXON 
Kennedy, a practical politician 
who may be looking for re-election 
in 1964, is not likely to build up 
the prestige of Nixon, who ran 
against him in 1960 and may run 
again. 
Wallace, who served one term 
under President Roosevelt, has 
been unattractive to Democrats 
since he broke with them in 1948 
to run on the Progressive ticket 
for president against Truman. 
Garner, too old for strenuous 
ac tivity, has been out of the politi­ 
cal picture since 1941 when he 
retired to his Texas farm after 
two terms under Roosevelt. 
Both Truman and Eisenhower 
used Hoover to head commissions 
for reorganizing the government. 
Both men got on well with him. 
But neither assignment required 
any advice from Hoover on broad 
White House problems. 
IK E AVO IDED TRUM AN 
Eisenhower not only made no 
use of Truman, who blasted him 
in the 1952 presidential campaign, 
but carefully avoided any contact 
with him. 
Kennedy may ask Elsenhower 
to undertake some goodwill mis­ 
sions abroad. But he can hardly 
ask advice from the man whose 
two administrations he called in­ 
ept. 
It is doubtful, because of Hoov­ 
er's advanced age, that Kennedy 
will want to burden him any­ 
more. 
.As for Truman—Kennedy has no 
particular reason to love the man 
from Missouri. 
Truman rooted for him in the 
later stages of the 1960 c am p aig n . 
But the former president tried to 
wreck 
Kennedy’s 
White 
House 
chances before the Democratic 
convention. 
USE E X P E R IE N C E 
Still 
theres 
the 
question: 
Shouldn’t some way be found to 
use the experience of ex-presi- 
dents? There has been a sugges­ 
tion that they should automatical­ 
ly become Senators 
They would have no tote but 
could speak their minds since 
they vould have insight into gov­ 
ernment which the experience of 
no senator could match. 
Nothing ever came of this no­ 
tion. 
There are arguments on the 
other side: that when a man be­ 
comes an ex-president the nation 
should thank him for his services 
but say goodbye to his opinion. 
L IM IT MAN'S SERVICE 
By putting a two-term limit on 
the presidency, the nation has 
shown it wants a limit on the 
guidance of any one man. 
Further, an ex-president may 
be. and probably is. miles apart 
from the new presidents think­ 
ing 
It Is questionable whether an 
ex-president, generally well along 
in years before he steps out, is 
still flexible enough to change a 
lifetimes thinking to meet situa­ 
tions different from those he en­ 
countered.

State—played a key role in Tues­ 
day night's college activity that 
also saw Vanderbilt stretch its 
two-season win streak to ll. Vir­ 
ginia Tech establish itself as tin 
team to beat in the West Virginia- 
dominated Southern Conference, 
and touted Georgia Tech right it­ 
self just in time for the start of 
the Southeastern Conference sea­ 
son, 
SCORED 25 POINTS 
Punger, who broke into North 
Carolina State’s .starting lineup 
last week, scored 25 points—19 in 
the first half—as the Wolf pack 
routed Virginia 94-71 in an Atlantic 
Coast Conference test. Vanderbilt, 
one of only six surviving unbeat­ 
en major teams, made it 9-0 this 
season w'ith an 80-57 romp over 
Sewanee; and 6-foot-6 Chris Smith 
fired 19 points and grabbed 26 re­ 
bounds as VPI made it 3-0 in 
Southern Conference doings, 73-63 
over The Citadel.

compromise. 
WRECK DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
The Democrats, holding their 
convention 
in Charleston. S C , 
promptly got into a dogfight that 
wrecked the party beyond repair 
Here was the party that offered 
the brightest hope for a solution, 
simply because it was the one 
truly national party at that time. 
It was strong in the North and 
the South alike; it embraced all 
shades of feeling in regard to 
slavery, and its leading candidate 
for the nomination, Sen Stephen 
A. Douglas, of Illinois, was eager­ 
ly trying to' find a middle-of-the- 
road approach. 
Douglas had the strange notion 
that th* country had important 
thing* to do and that it ought to 
get 
on 
with 
the 
job without 
wasting all of it* energies in the 
argument over slavery; he said 
quit# frankly that he himself did 
not care whether slavery w-as 
voted up or down just as long 
as it was somehow’ disposed of.

That was exactly Sen. Douglas's 
or ob'em. 
He 
wanted 
a 
com­ 
promise approach at a time when 
nobody wanted to compromise. He 
was in an old-fashioned political 
fight, 
involving

control; but he was also caught 
up in th# fact that too many 
people had taken extreme posi­ 
tions ami refused to hear any talk 
of compromise. Consider what the

CONVENTION BREAKS 
Usually, in such a situation, a 
political 
convention 
blows 
off 
steam for a time and then works 
something out. This time that 
proved 
impossible; 
instead 
of 
blowing off steam, this convention 
built up an unendurable pressure 
—and, in the end, broke squarely 
in half. The Northern half of the 
party nominated Sen. Douglas, 
and the Southern half nominated 
John C. Breckinridge of Kentucky. 
It immediately became obvious 
that as a result the Republicans 
were going to win the election. 
GOP OPPOSED TO SLAVERY 
The Republican guided them­ 
selves accordingly. Convening in 
Chicago, they did not bother with 
much debate Declaring flatly that 
slavery 
was 
wrong and must 
eventually 
go, they 
nominated 
Abraham Lincoln and set out, 
with immense singleness of pur­ 
pose. to pick up the victory which 
the Democrats had dropped in 
their lap*. 
Now another party took form— 
the Constitutional Union party, 
which wanted to preserve the 
Union and nominated John Bell 
of Tennessee, with a platform call­ 
ing simply for reverence to the 
Constitution and the federal union 
—a creed to which almost any­ 
body could subscribe. And then 
the campaign got under way. 
ISSUE IS IGNORED 
The campaign shed no light 
whatever, because nobody wanted 
to talk about the one shattering 
issue. 
Lincoln refused to make any 
speeches at all, on the ground that 
his position already was clear 
Bell upheld the Constitution and 
expressed the hope that brothers 
would not quanrel. Breckinridge 
defied anyone to show that he had 
ever said one word against the 
Union and then lapsed into a si­ 
lence as all-embracing as Lin­ 
coln’s 
Sen. Douglas did try to 
make a debate out of it; he made 
many speeches, the substance of 
them being that it would be ab­ 
surd to break up the Union when 
there was more important work 
to do. Apparently nobody paid 
much attention. 
LINCOLN IS ELECTED 
In the end, of course, Lincoln 
was elected, with a solid electoral 
majority and a solid minority of 
the popular vote But the trouble 
now was that this election, with 
everything that had gone before, 
had simply brought things to a 
head instead of providing a solu­ 
tion for anything.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) _ Three 
Pennsylvania congressmen have 
introduced separate bills provid­ 
ing $389.5 million in federal aid 
to depressed areas. 
The bills, similar to two meas­ 
ures passed by Congress and ve­ 
toed by President Eisenhower in 
1958 and 1960, were introduced on 
Tuesday by Reps. Francis E, Wal­ 
ter, Daniel J. Flood and Thomas 
E. Morgan, all Democrats. 
Rep. Elmer J. Holland, D-Pa., 
re-introduced a bill to provide 
medical for the aged in connection 
with th* Social Security program. 
Walter also introduced two other 
bills. One would add seven federal 
judgeship* in Pennsylvania. The 
other would authorize the General 
Services Administration to build 
a new federal office building in 
Pennsylvania. 
Morgan also introduced bilks of 
which would: 
authorize a HOO 
a month pension for World War 
I veterans; expand Fort Necessity 
Park, near Uniontown. Pa.; lower 
the age for receiving Social Se­ 
curity benefits from 65 to 60: and 
set up a national fuel policy set­ 
ting quotas on imports of oil, and 
extend coverage of the mine safe­ 
ty bill to all mines, not just those 
employing 15 or more persons as 
in the present law.
